Mystique Suffer^ 



Dodd Quiz Tarnishes

The first week of the 
Senate Ethics Commitee's 
inquiry into the conduct of 
Sen. Thomas J. Dodd (D> 
Conn.) has come to an end 
and one of the principal 
casualties has been the 
senatorial mystique. 

To the ordinary people of 
the world the Senate of the 
United States symbolizes 
the best in American politi- 
cal life — a “cltader* of excel- 
lence, Inhabited by Impor- 



tant men doing important 
things. ^ 

That image is now tar- 
nished. 

Senators, as the world 
knows write books. It found

out last week how they are 
written — by anomymous 
staff members who cull 
through piles of old speech- 
es they have put together in 
times past. In Dodd's case, 
See DODD, A8, Col. 1 | 
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the testimony revealed, a 
book on communism and 
freedom was the product of 
a former administrative as- 
sistant, James Py Boyd Jr., 
who dashed off seven chap- 
ters, and a cold war adviser, 
David Martin, who wrote 14. 

Senators, as the country is 
also aware, preside over 
committees with awesome 
powers of subpoena, dis- 
covery. and punishment, and 
none is more feared than 
the Senate Subcommittee on 
Internal Security. 

But some of its reports,* 
the Ethics Committee 
learned, have more bulk 
than substancq. Sen. Dodd) 
the subcommittee vice chair- 
man, and his ghost writer, 
Martin, traveled to Germany 
in April, 1964, to explore 
the strange case of the Com- 
munist assassin Bogdan N. 
Stashinskiy. 

In the course of the six-- 
day trip they spent less than 
seven hours on the Stashin- 
skiy affair and collected 
copies of documents which 
has been moldering in their 



files in Washington for near- 
ly a year and which other- 
wise could have been ob- 
tained for the price of a 
postage stamp. 

Document Published 
' Eleven months after this 
rip, a 163-page document 
i^as published at public ex- 
lense containing a half-page 
f testimony by Martin and 

threepage introduction by 
)odd. Its account of the 
; tashinskiy affair had been 
loroughly reported — with 
1 holographs — two a half 
; ?ars earlier by Life maga- 
: ne. 

Senators, of course, have 
power in their own right. - 
Presumably, they are in- 
dependent men who have 
risen to the top of the most 
powerful government In the 
world and who live in an at- 
mosphere dominated by the 
public interest. But as the 
Dodd case testimony clearly 
revealed last week, they ap- 
preciate affluence and ac- 
cept what it represents 
^ from men like Julius Klein, 



the Chicago public relations 
man whose relationship 
with Sen. Dodd is the pres- 
ent subject of the inquiry 
by the Ethics Committee. 

When Dodd went to New 
York — at least once a 
month — he was a guest in 
Klein’s Essex House suite. If 
his family needed a place 
to freshen up or change 
clothes, the suite was avail- 
able. When Klein’s German 
clients and sponsors re- 
quired entertainment in 
Washington, Klein paid the 
bills with Dodd and other 
Senators as “hosts.” When 
Dodd required money for 
campaigns and other politi- 
cal expenses, Klein was a 
willing contributor. 

Expected to Reciprocate 

This sort of generosity, the 
Committee learned last 
week, has a price. The Sen- 
ator was expected to recipro- 
cate in his own way. Klein 
badgered him — and others 
— to promote the fortunes of 



Julius Klein Public Rela- 
I tlons Inc. with clients in 
Germany who pr o v i d e d 
Klein with the money to 
rent Essex House suites. 

Klein expected— and got 
—the Senator*! sponsorship 
for a presidential appoint” 
ment that never came 
through. Klein drafted— and 
Dodd signed and mailed— 
, letters eulogizing Klein for 
, the benefit of German 
^ Chancellor Ludwig Erhard. 
( Klein also^ insisted that 
Dodd should travel to Ger- 
, many in April, 1964, to pro- 
- mote personally Klein’s 
% business Interests. 

Whether Dodd went for 
5 that purpose — or to Investi- 
» gate Stashinskiy — is the 
! crucial question before the 
Committee. 

* Confronted with all this. 

* the Ethics Committee has 

* been uncertain how to pro- 
ceed. It was organized only 

‘ a few months ago. It has 
never before investigated a 
■ Senator or the senatorial 
mystique. 

Testifies on Monday 
Should Dodd be com- 
pelled to testify? **It is en- 
tirely up to the Senator” said 
Committee chairman John 
Stennis (D-Miss) on Tuesday. 
Should Klein be called to 
testify? “That has not been 
decided,” said Stennis on Mon- 
day. ”Of course, he will be 
called/* said Stennis on Tues- 
day. And by Wednesday, Dodd 
himself was asking to take the 
stand. He will be accommo- 
dated Monday.
